With Acid Foiled 


Escape Was To Follow 
Blinding of Deputy 
When Cell to “Sick” 
Prisoner Was Opened. 


SHERIFF TIPPED 
BY JAIL INMATE 


Several Deadly Acids and 
Dozen Hack Saws Found 
by Officers in Posses- 
sion of Prisoners. 


Decatur, Ga., May 5.—A plot to 
hurl sulphuric acid in the eyes of 
guards at the DeKalb county jail and 
te effect a wholesale prison delivery 
while attaches were blinded and dis- 
figured by the fiery fluid, was foiled 
teday when Sheriff J. A. MeCurdy 
was “tipped off’ to the diabolical 
scheme by a friendly prisoner. 

Surprise Prisoners. 

Timing their movements carefully, 
and descending upon the crowded 
prison “bull pen” in a concerted rush, 
the sheriff and his deputies took the 
plotting prisoners by complete sur- 
prise and captured a large quantity 
«f sulphuric and nitric acid together 
with a dozen or more keen hack saws 
concealed in bunks in readiness for 
the uprising. 

The sheriff immediately inaugurat- 
ed a system of extreme precaution 
looking to preventing smuggling o7 
weapons, acid and saws to prisoncrs. 

“It was a close call for us all,” 
Sheriff McCurdy declared. “By only 
the narrowest margin did we avoid 
having the eyes of some of our men 
put out by a dash of acid, many of 
us maimed and disfigured for life and 
the entire list of our prisoners lib- 
erated on the community.” 

According to information given 
the sheriff, a white prisoner was to 
become “desperately ill,” which would 
necessite his being carried from the 
jail to the hospital, and when the 
door of the man’s cell was opened, 
another prisoner was to throw acid 
into the guards’ eyes, causing blind- 
ness, the prisoners were then to “rush” 
’ the jail and escape. 

“Sick” Catl Answered. 

In accordance with this plan, a 
“eall’ was sent to Sheriff McCurdy, 
at his office “to come remove a sick 
prisoner to the hospital.” The 
sheriff, answered the “call”  ost- 
haste, being accompanied by his 
whole force. They found the “sick” 
prisoner “suffering agonies” and 
“eroaning loudly.” Examination re- 
vealed that his illness was feigned and 
the sheriff then turned his' attention 
ta the non-plussed prisoners, who at 
the sight of the number of deputies 
present, realized their ruse had failed. 

Sheriff McCurdy declined to disclose 
the name of the prisoner who tipped 
his office off to the intended get-away 
of the prisoners, but stated that the 
prisoners involved in the plot were 
all white men.

Chicego, May 5.—The coroner's 
jury investigating the death of Wil- 
liam N. MeClintock, millionaire or- 
phan, tonight concurred in the action 
of the grand jury which indicted Wil- 
liam D. Shepherd, McClintock’s fos- 
ter father, for his murder, and als9 
recoiamended that Mrs. William D. 
Shepherd be held to the grand jury as 
an accessory to the murder. 

The jury also recommended - that 
Shepherd be held to the grand jury .on 
ua charge of murder in the death of 
Mrs. Emma Nelson MeClintock, the 
young millionaire’s mother who died 
1} years ago, and that Mrs. Shepherd 
be held as an accessory to murder in 
this aeath. The jury found that Mrs. 
McClintock died from mercury poison- 
ing administered by Shepherd. 

Olson Case Verdict. 

The jury returnéd an open verdict 
in the case of Dr. Oscar Olson, the 
McClintock family physician and 
brother of Judge Harry Olson, insti- 
gater of the investigation. In this 
case the jury said it was unable to 
determine the cause of death. Dr. 
Olson died three years ago. No poison 
was found in his exhumed body but 
u larye amount of mercury was found 
in the body of Mrs. McClintock.

_ The coroner’s jury also concurred 
in the action of the grand jury whiea 
indicted Charles F. Faiman with 
Shepherd. Faiman had confessei 
Shepherd offered him $100,000 foc

Negarding Mrs. Shepherd, the jury 
Said it believed she had “suilty knowl- 
edge as to the administration of ty- 


phoid verms or in other manner ecaus- 
ing the death of the deceased.” 


Returns: First Verdict. 


The jury returned its first verdict 

regarding the death of young McClin- 
tock after deliberating one hour and 
twenty minutes. It then returned 
again and a few minutes later came 
back with its finding regarding the 
death of Mrs. McClintock and Dr. OL 
son. The verdicts climaxed an inves- 
tigation by the body extending over a 
period of five months. 
The jury returned its verdict after 
listening for several hours to a seath- 
ing denunciation of both Shepherd and 
his wife by Judge Olson, who demand- 
ed the investigation into the death of 
the young millionaire and later into 
the deaths of Mrs. McClintock and his 
brother. 

Mrs. Shepherd, he characterized as 
a “Lady Macbeth,” with a stronger 
character than her IMisband and able 
to dominate him. The three deaths, 
he told the jury, were “as a three- 
pronged hook stuck into the entrails 
of Shepherd.” 

Charges Conspiracy. 

He charged that the Shepherds had 
labored for vears with the general 
motive of gaining complete control of 
the McClintock wealth which he said 
Was accomplished with the death of 
young McClintock after he had left a 
will bequeathing most of his estate 
to Shepherd. Judge Olson also charged 
that Shepherd had been instrumental 
in taking Mrs. McClintock to an 
isolated point in Texas 16 years ago 
and accomplished part of his general 
scheme when she was made ill there 
and returned to Chicago to die. 

“But even 16 years could not hold 
back the truth,” he shouted. “While 
in this town Shepherd made a remark 
to an acquaintance: ‘Don’t worry, 
little Willie will fill his pockets he- 
fore he is through.’ Shepherd said 
Billy had more than a million  dol-

off tomorrow. ‘Their s¢atement, writ- 
ten exclusively. for The Constitution, 
fellows. 

“Beth flying boats are now assem- 
bled and we are ready to start as soon 
as the weather is satisfactory. ‘The 
tast complete chart of our meteorolo- 
gists shows high pressure in the polar 
basin between Spitzbergen and the 
pole. with surrounding low pressure. 

Planes’ Prepared. 

“This condition is most favorable 
our Standpoint as it promises 
eas‘erly winds for the first sections 
of the flight, calm for the second sec- 
tioa and westerly winds for the third 
seclion. We can count on clear 
weather the greater part of the jour- 
ney though the meteorologist may 
make reservations as to encounterinz 
light clondy weather. 

‘““Tuday the expedition’s two ships, 
the Furm and the Hobby will leave 
northward to find a suitable landing 
place for the start for the pole. This 
will be either on the edge of the pack 
ice or on the edge of the ice in a 
fjord. 

“Me»ynwhile the two airplanes are 
oeing fully prepared for the final 
flight. They will follow the ships un- 
der their own power as soon as word 
is received that a starting place has 
been found. This trip will be the 
actyal trial flight as ice conditions 
here are not favorable for landing. 

Favorable Weather. 

*“*‘At the agreed starting place the 
last i’}ing of the gasoline tanks will 
take place and if no unforeseen hitch 
occurs the hop-off for the North Pole 
is possible tomorrow.” 

The unexpectedly favorable weather 
now prevailing in the polar regions 
caused Amundsen ang Ellsworth to 
steed their preparations for the hop- 
off.

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STUDY OF COTTON 
PRODUCTION URGED 


Washington May ).—Proposal that 
a government commission be appointed 
to make an authoritative. report on 
the whole question of active and po- 
tential cotton production both here 
and abroad, will considered at the 
thirteenth annual meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
here May 20 to 22. 

This proposal will come before the 
annual meeting from the chamber agri- 
cultural bureau as a direct result of a 
study of the tr@nd of eotton production 
in this country and abroad made by 
the bureau during the last year. This 
study. it is pointed out, should be sup- 
plemented by further detailed investi- 
gations by governmental agency. 

“The inquiry of the chamber’s agri- 
cultural bureau into the world cotton 
situation disclosed that a steady de- 
cline in production in the United 
States, accompanied by inerease in 
price of the American staple, has been 
reflected in increasing activity on the 
part of foreign governments to develop 


potential cotton areas outside of 
America, as well as in a slowing down 
of demand for finished mill produets,” 
says a statement issued by the cham- 
ber: here. 

“While it is not pelieved that there 
is any immediate danger that the 
United States will lose its position of 
dominance in the world cotton mar- 
kets, yet the staff conducting the in- 
quiry is convinced that the situation 
demands more aggressive efforts to 
stabilize production in this country.” 

“One great question which confronts 
the American ectton industry today,” 
the agricultural bureau says in a 
further statement. “is to what extent 
the fluctuations in production of raw 
cotton in this country has encouraged 
foreign governments to seek a more 
stable supply at a lower price through 
supplies produced in relatively new 
cotton areas overseas. 

“Available data touching on the ex- 
tent of overseas production, active and 
potential, of necessity aré drawn from 
reports published by foreign govern- 
ments. 

“Much of this data is fragmentory 
as it does not present a clear picture 
of the true situation. We need definite 
facts and figures which will indieate 
the exact status of cotton production 
in this country and the possibilities 
of stabilizing our annual production 
both as to quantity and price as well 
as similar data covering foreign activ- 
ities in this field. 

‘It is for this reason that the forth- 
coming annual meeting of the chamber 
will be asked to consider a proposal 
favoring appointment of a govermental 
commission, on which experrenced cot- 
ton planters and manufacturers, In 
addition to governmental experts will 
serve for making an authoritative re- 
port on the whole question of active 
and potential cotton production both

IN DEATH OF WOOD

A vedict of suicide w& returned by 
a ceroner’s jury Tuesday afternoon 
after an investigation of the death: of 
Fay F. Wood, line coach of the Golden 
Tornado of Georgia Tech, whose body 
was found by his wife back of the 
garage in the rear of his home on 
Hemphill avenue, near Pace’s Ferry 
road, about 8:30 o'clock Tuesday 
morning.

Coach Wood had apparently ended 
his life by placing the barrel muzzle

Now the 
bullet is gone and the Dutch are an- 
gry. ‘They should have kept the at- 
fair quiet. One bullet looks the same 
as the other and there ought to be 
a good stock in the country. In a 
pinch one of the old-fashioned balls 
you S@m embedded in the walls in 
Dutch cities could have been ex- 
tracted and placed in the missing rel- 
ic’s place. In the Wartburg castle 
in Germany they don’t worry when a 
foreign visitor scrapes the ink of 
the wall from the spot where Luther 
is said to have flung an ink well at 
the devil, when that personage came to 
tempt him with the object of making 
the reformer stop translating the Bi- 
ble. There is plenty more ink in the 
fatherland. Or, take the case of the 
Ava Sophia mosque :n Constantinople, 
where the guide shows the visitor the 
smear of blood said to have been put 
there by Mohammed the Great after 
he had slaughtered the Greek defend- 
ers in the streets and entered the 
Christian temple only to change it to 
a Mohammedan place of worship. That 
spot is still livid red despite the cen- 
turies that have elapsed since Mo- 
hammed’s butcher gesture. And a 
nearby slaughter house supplied the

Now that he has the 
responsibility of office on his shoul- 
ders, General Herzog is no longer the 
ardent secessionist and in a recent 
pronouncement he speaks of the vital 
necessity for the South African union 
remaining part of the federation 
known as the British empire. The 
most remarkable feature of the Boer 
agitation is the little impression it 
makes in Britain. There was a time 
when the Boers were still independent 
and spoke of maintaining their inde- 
pendence that. Swinburne ‘referred to 
them as “hell hounds foaming at the 
jaws.” Those were the stirring days 
when Lloyd George spoke on the text: 
“What shall it profit a nation if it 
annex the gold fields of the whole 
world and lose its own sou!.” when he 
niso thanked heaven “for the spectacle 
of one little nation of peasants stand- 
ing against the mightiest empire in 
the world.” The back-veldt Boers have 
never given up their dream of inde- 
pendence. Though many of the na- 
tionalist leaders are convinced, after 
a quarter century of sober reflection, 
that Paul Kruger was not without 
blame and that the causes of the Boer 
war were a very mixed affair, they 
still hanker for complete independence 
from Britain. That General Herzog 
holds a contrary view since he came to 
power is denounced as treason, but un- 
der the distressing circumstances in 
the union, where the racial problem 
needs careful handling and constant 
study, the guidance of an imperial

THE CAUSE OF GROWING PAINS 

In order to avoid misunderstand- 
ing, let us take off from this sub- 
stantial fact: It never hurts to grow. 
Even when growth becomes so exces- 
sive as to amount to a disease (for in- 
stance, in the condition physicians 
know as gigantism), the enormous 
growth is‘ not painful. To call the 
aches and pains which some children 
complain of “growing pains” is there- 
fore a mistake, quite as inexcusable 


as it is to ascribe some vague disturb- 
ance of health er undiagnosed dis- 
ease to one’s age. As for that, 
the truth of the matter is that chil- 
dren who actually grow the most rap- 


these pains in the legs of arms, the 
majority of youngsters. who suffer 
with “growing pains” being somewhat 
retarded in zrowth.- This is rather 
to be expected, or the pains are in 
reality an expression of a disease con- 
dition which impairs nutrition and 
handicaps growth.

This is a nutritional disorder 
involving the whole system and not 
just the bones, and its. prevention 
and cure call for (1) exposure of 
the skin to sunlight as much as possi- 
ble. (2) sufficient exercise, and (3) 
undenatured ‘ood, that is food which 
has not been robbed of its mineral con- 
tent or its vitamins by processes of 
manufacture, refiuiement. preparation 
or preservation. I’rom 10 to 20 drops 
or cod livér oil two or three times a 
day may be given the child with any 
indication of rickets, as an effective 
way to supply the important fat sol- 
uble vitamin A, 

Plain cod ‘iver oil in this way is 
a good remedy for these “growing 
pains.”

The American public has been put- 
ronizing retail stores in an excellent 
degree this year, if reports gathered 
by the federal reserve board are a fair 


guide. Aceording to these reports, the 
1925 first quarter trade at depart- 
ment stores, for the country as a 
whole, ran in volume slightly ahead 
of trade during the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1924. Declines from last 
year in four federal reserve districts 
were more than offset by increases in 
the other eight districts. The «bove 
chart, for instance, shows how rciail 
stores fared during March by com- 
parison with a year ago. In every dis- 
trict but one there was improvement, 
the figure for the country as a whole 
being a 6.1 per cent increase. This 
excellent increase was due in part to 
earlier Easter trade and more favor- 
able weather than prevailed a year 
back.
